Claim 7 (currently amended) The method as set forth in claim 6 in which th e st e p of ma i ntain i ng 
the closure remains locked in response to a zero speed indicator failing the zero speed 
indicating accuracy test permits the machine to be restarted and product i on continu e d in spite of 
the presence of a known faulty zero speed indicator. 

Claim 8 (currently amended) The method as set forth in claim 6 i nc l ud i ng th e st e p of i nd i cat i ng 
that a giv e n in which the guard closure wi ll r e ma i n remains locked due to a zero speed 
indicating accuracy test failure of the zero speed indicator while the machine continues to 
operate and continu i ng to op e rat e th e mach i n e.
